Washington, August 13.— The quaint 
delightful coast country of Cornwall, 
a favored hau^t of peace and quiet- 
ness, yet where some of the most im- 
portant English naval stations are 
now feverish with plans and prepar- 
ation, is described for the National 
Geographical Society by Florence 

Ciait; .Mbrcclit. At iioliits aloii^,' thU 
cbasl, England holds couceutruK'd 
great battle fleets. Here, west of 
Land's End. are the Scllly Islands, 
and, beyond Cornwall, further up the 
( iKinnel. lies Plymouth, military har- 
bor and great naval base. The churm 
o*. this old-fashioned, picturesque land 
o' flsher-folk and pi aHimtH Ib told by 
Mrs. Albreobt, who explored Us 
coast before war clouds recalled a 
martial stir to Cornwall, for the So- 
ciety in the following bulletin: 

"Here are rock and headland and 

cliff, now green, now golden with 
gorse, now bare and rugged; inlet 
bay and harbor, with bcre and ilwri' 
an Isolated house, a tiny vlllaiie, a 
pretentious town, a great port. An 
uiifi ii iiilly coast? Yes, with li< av> 
sfcas and winds, with thick sua foi^s— 
a dangerous one: rooka ever reaMy to 
tear holes in the stoutest vessel, cur- 
rents ever ready to .drive them on. 
But a picturesque coast; a wonder- 
fully, beautlfl coast, both upon summer 
days and in winter storms; a cost 
with many tmrbors, none too easy of 



outranco by reason of rocks and 
tdiea, and many Impossible for any 
but tke smallest oraft" 
There are splendid memories re- 

n'Sining to all of these ports, the 
writer says, for too many fleets have 
sailed up and down the Channel since 
history began not to have visited all 
those places with the tusk of making 
lilstoryl Fishing fleets have kept the 
foreground of the picture through lat- 
ter years, Mrs. Albrecht continues, 
but signs of war preparation have 
never been abHent from Cornwall's 
waters and huge sqimdrons of grim, 
gray men-of-war have regularly come 
mid gone and gathered here. The 
>vrlter tells of 'Pensance, the sunny, 
pleasure-loving little sea elty whero 

tlie nioHt i)icf uresciuo of pirate types 
originated; of Marazlon, the old, 
which, according to Cornish history, 
was an important city visited by Phoe- 
nician erchants in the days of 
l^zekiel the prophet ; of Fowey, once 
one of the greatest seaports of the 
land, which sent scores of boats to 

the cruHiideH. to the nlege of CalalH, to 
the plundt^ring of Normandy, a one- 
time war-like city, whose glory has 
l( ng alnoe f)ided. Fowey, Mrs. Al- 
brecht say^: . 

"Sent more than two-score meQ-of- 
«ar to Calala— T70 men. How pitif ally 
email are the figures today, when one 
modem battleship requires a larger 
crew than did that fleet 460 years ago. 
No. fifty ships of modern type could 
Qnd place In Fowney harbor today, bat 



for smaller craft — submarines, de- 
BtDoyers— it afforda admirable shelter. 

"To the eastward of Fowey is Pol- 
pf rro, the most plottiresquefl the most 
unspollied of Cornish fishing ports, re- 
taining nil its ancient dignity of life 
and labor unfluttered by summer 
villas now beginning to crowd the 
ollffs above Its head. I'olperro's chief 
catch is mackerel, crubs and conger. 
There are few, if any, conger-eel In 
American waters; they are to some 
people a most unpleasant-looking fish. 
Cornwall oHteenis tliem highly and 
makes them into pie with much cream 
and parsley." 

Cornwall, Mrs. Albreelit explains, 
makes any number of things into pie 
and calls the product Invariably 
"Kqiinb i)le," though all thingH bitl 
Hcjuabs are among the materials. 
"Squab pie" gave rise to the follow- 
ing Cornish story repea t ed by the 
writer: 

"The devil came one day to the 
banks of the Tamar, the rippling river 
that divides Devon and Cornwall, and 
look<!d over at the rook land beyond. 
His majesty considered, the swift cur- 
rent and shook his head. 'No,' he 
said finally, 'No, that's no place for 
me. Every one who goos there is 
turned into a saint and everything else 
into squab pie. I'm fit for neither one 
nor the other.' And he stayed In De- 
von." 

Just beyond the Oomwall bound- 
ary la Plymouth, of Mayflower mem' 
ory, « city, wbiok. according to Mra. 




Albrecht, has never allowed her grow- 
ing commerce Interfere with her po- 
sition as a fortress of the flrst ela.ss 
and naval arsenal. Portsmouth, con- 
siderably further east upon this coast. 
Is also a strong fortress and an im- 
portant garrison town, and its great 
dockyards and repairing (bxks. the 
wlrtor adds, are likely over-busied 
now in the work of "keeping the aea 
that is the wall > i i:iu land."

County Fiscal Court on Tuesday: 

He says that about four nilies have 
been completed at a cost of about 
$6,000 p^r mile. The greateat aurprlse 
encountered is the depth neceasary In 
n.any placeB to secure a Bolid fouixla- 
tioD. As deep aa ten feet haa been 
found necessary In some locations. 
He states thai a twch-e-toii roller 
passiug over tiie new roadway scarce- 
ly makea a mark aa it paBsea over the 
Improvement. 

Three things are worthy of notice 
In the report of Engineer Siernbel; 
First, the cost is (gily ^6.000 per mile. 
This is quite low. When Maaon coun- 
ty was talking and votiuK on the pro- 
posed bond issue It was thought 910.- 
000 per mile a low eetimate. We 
would like to know if this inctludcs 
bridges aud culverts. We believe the 
estlmatea for Mason county have al- 
waya been too high. It will do well 
to keep on eye on Campbell county. 

The second matter in that rei)ort is 
the depth gave for a good foundation. 
Some places ten feet. Has It ever 
Ix en necessary (o go ten feet in .Ma- 
son county to, get a good foundation? 
Did we Arer go ten feet In Maeon 
county for a road foundation?. 

This foundation buslneaa sounds 
pretty good. It looks aa though 
Campbell county Is building her road 
to stay. Then the cost only la.ooit 
lier mile with such a foundation. We 
believe it is not necessary in Maaon 
county to go ten feet for a founda- 
tion, mid thuH if it cost $r),0(io per 
mile to build a good road in (Jamp- 
bell county it will coat leea In Ma- 
Bon coinity. 

Tlu^ third and last feature in this 
report is that a twelve-ton roller 
scarcely makes a mark. We baye few 
twelve-ton loads hauled on Maaon 
county pikes. If Campbell county 
can build auch a road we do not aee 
why Mason county can't do ^tae same. 

Our loails are needing attention 
and u depleted treasury meets their 
cry for aid. 

.Mr. Voter, Mr Taxpayer, read up 
on the good rou<lH proposilioii. It will 
conu- again and it needs a sensible 
solution, not a biased or prejudiced 
mind to answer the question.
